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Sanitary Survey Shows Elba 


Needs Better Sanitation; City 
Urged To Lend Helping Hand 


DOING YOUR PART 


During the past week your 
County Health Department has 
made a sanitary survey for the 


purpose of ascertaining the sani- 
iry status of every dwelling in 
iba and environs, and to deter. 
mune just what improvements (if 
any) are needed at each home to 
assure good sanitation with re- 
Sultant protection of public health, 
Also a history of the following 
diseases for the past two years 
was asked of each family: malaria, 
Brill’s fever, dysentery, colitis, 
diarrhea, and typhoid; and the fol- 
lowing information is presented 
herewith for your consideration: 

There are 421 dwellings in Hlba, 


housing 2,189 people. Of these 
421 dwellings, 18z are provided 


with good sanitation, One hundred 
eighty-nine homes have need for 
repairs to the existing sanitary 
Structures, and 100 need new sani- 
tary pit toilets or sewer connec- 
tions, There have been 225 cases 
of malaria during the past two 
years with a loss of 8,584 days 
ume, Five persons have suffered 
with Brill’s fever for a combined 
period of 107 days. And dysentery 
and colitis have claimed $88 days 
time from 20 persons and result- 
ed in at least one death, 

It is ditficult to estimate the 
damage represented by the above 
diseases because it,’ isn’t always 
the direct effect of these diseases 
which is most disastrous, Often 
a seemingly mild sickness may 
lower one's body resistence so that 
& more deadly disease may take 
hold ana kill the person, though 
little thought will be given to the 
forerunner which made this pos- 
sible. However, do not, forget that 
any of these diseases mentioned 
above are in themselves gravely 
dangerous. If we attach some ar- 
bitrary valuation to the time lost 
by sickness (and disregard the 
harmful after-effects) we may ar- 
rive at an evaluation of what these 
diseases have cost us in dollars 
and cents. With an average of 
$2 a day to cover loss of time, 
doctor bills, medicine, ete., malaria 
has cost us $7,168, Brill’s fever 
$214, and the intestinal disease 
group $776 and the life of at least 
one person, 

The next question is: What can 
we do about it? We can prevent 
95 per cent of these diseases from 
occurring and we can do this with 
& total cost of less than one-tenth 
of the malaria bill alone, ‘This 
protection which we desire and 
deserve as ,sitizens of Elba can be 
made permanent for a small cost 
plus YOUR COOPERATION. 
Would you like to know how your 
family might be protected against 
typhoid fever, dysentery, diarrhea, 
hookworm disease, colitis and all 
the other intestinal diseases? Here 
is the way: Provide sanitation at 
every dwelling in Elba (water- 
flush toilets connected to a public 
sewer or sanitary pit toilets). This 
should be done 100 per cent to 
be effective, and to do this the 
City must, finance the installation 
at homes needing it and let the 
property owners repay the cost 
of installation in small payments 
extending over one or two years. 
Over a two-year period the cost 
of a sanitary privy should run 
about 75c per month (including 
carrying charges), which places it: 
within reach of all, 

Doesn't it seem a bit unfair for 
the city government to finance the 
street paving, water and sewer 
system for part of the town and 
leave the rest of the town to 
“root, hog or die?’’ The same con- 
sideration should be extended to 
all sections of the municipality; 
and just because the economic sta- 
lus of one section requires the 
use of pit toilets is no reason to 
expect that section to solve its own 
problems of sanitation unaided. 
It is no more logical to suppose 
that the Health Department (with 
the aid of the municipal police 
power but without financial agsis- 
tance) can build pit toilets than 
it is to suppose that it can build 
the entire sewer system with this 
power alone,

EMERGENCY CROP LOANS 
ARE ALL PAID IN COFFEE 


Coffee County farmers have 
paid their Emergency Crop and 
Feed loans one hundred per cent, 
according to a statement made 
last week by Fred Folsom, district 
representative of that division of 
the government’s activities. In the 
county there are 29 farmers who 
borrowed $1,775.00, and every pen- 
ny has been paid back, ‘These 
loans were made because the bor- 
rowers could not secure aid from 
any other source, 

Mr, Folsom says Coffee farmers 
haye been one hundred per cent 
for the past two years, He is in 
charge of seven or eight counties 
and on December 28 collections 
for the district had reached a to- 
tal of 96.39 per cent. The per- 
centage has been going up every 
year for the past three or four, 
and this is attributed to the fact 
that good crops have been made 
and to the further fact that splen- 
did supervisors are in charge of 
the work in the entire district.

ALABAMA TRAFFIC DEATHS 
REACH TOTAL OF 449 IN 1986 


Highway accidents took a toll 
of 449 lives in Alabama during 
1986, statistics from the State 


Highway Patrol show. 

Traffic crashes also put 85 per- 
sons in the hospital with serious 
injuries, and another 823 with 
slight hurts, the records showed. 

Alabama motorists spent $172,- 
191.50 in highway smash-ups in 
aamaged cars and hospital bills, 

Capt. Potter Smith of the High- 
way Patrol said Health Depart- 
ment statistics showed 502 traf- 
fic fatalities, but pointed out that 
this difference was due to the fact 
that all deaths from highway ac- 
were included in the de- 
figures, whether or not 
the accident occurred in Alabama, 
Statistics for the Highway Patrol 
listed Alabama accidents only. 

Captain Smith said he was op- 
posed to the present State law 
which does not set a speed limit 
on Alabama highways. 

“Fifty miles an hour is fast 
enough for anybody to drive,” he 
said, “Faster than that, a motor- 
ist cannot control his car in an 
emergency, 

“The law says as long as a car 
is driven ‘reasonably and prudent-

ly’ it may go at any speed. But 
it is neither reasonable nor pru- 
dent to drive at 60 or 70 miles
